Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  Regulations  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  I have  again  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition,  together 
with  the  Vital  Statistics  of  of  the  Township  of  Clayton-le-Moors, 
for  the  year  1905. 

The  Mortality  from  Infectious  Diseases  is  low,  and  there 
has  been  little  illness  from  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles,  Diphtheria, 
and  Membranous  Croup. 

Typhoid  Fever  appears  to  have  been  rather  more  prev- 
alent during  the  year  1905,  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  bulk  of  infectious  illness  however,  was  from  Ery- 
sipelas ; being  50  per  cent  of  the  reported  cases. 

The  greatest  percentage  of  Mortality  from  any  classified 
illness  is  from  Diseases  of  the  Lungs,  as  Bronchitis  and  Pneu- 
monia ; and  considering  the  climatic  conditions  of  the  district, 
this  is  naturally  expected  to  be  the  case. 
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Births  and  Birth  Rate. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  Births  registered  is 
215 — Males  105,  Females  no.  This  represents  an  annual 
birth-rate  of  25  as  compared  with  27.1  of  the  previous 
year.  The  annual  average  number  of  births  for  the  ten 
years  1895 — 1904,  is  241,  and  the  average  annual  birth-rate 
is  29.9  Particulars  are  set  forth  in  Table  i,  page  21. 

Deaths  and  Death  Rate. 

The  number  of  Deaths  recorded  during  the  year  is 
125.  Of  these  61  were  males,  and  64  females. 

The  deaths  were  from  all  kinds  of  disease,  at  ages 
ranging  from  birth  to  old  age. 

The  nett  death-rate  annually  is  estimated  at  14.5, 

The  average  number  of  deaths  annually  for  the  ten 
years  1895 — 1904,  is  241,  and  the  average  nett  death-rate 
is  17.6. 

The  number  of  deaths,  from  birth  to  five  years  of 
age,  is  44,  and  from  five  years  to  old  age  is  81,  as  here

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  presence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  district  is  recorded 
as  seven  cases,  in  the  early  and  later  periods  of  the  year. 
No  mortality  resulted  from  this  illness. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup. 

From,  illness  under  this  class  seven  cases  were  notified, 
resulting  in  one  death.  Death-rate,  o.ii. 

Whooping  Cough. 

One  death  took  place  from  this  disease.  No  notifi- 
cation of  this  illness  is  required  under  the  Act. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

Twelve  cases  of  Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever  were  reported 
during  the  year,  three  of  which  proved  fatal. 

Most  cases  were  of  a mild  character,  not  typical  of  the 
illness,  and  were  soon  well  again. 

Inspection  was  made  of  the  various  houses  where 
this  illness  occurred,  but  nothing  pointing  to  its  origin 
could  be  made  out,  neither  defective  drainage  nor  in- 
sanitary surroundings.

Respiratory  Diseases. 

Under  this  category,  such  as  Inflammation  of  the  Lungs 
and  Bronchitis,  there  were  24  deaths.  8 of  these  were 
in  infants,  3 in  children  from  one  to  five  years,  and  13 
from  25  years  to  old  age. 

They  form  almost  20  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

The  severe  climate  to  which  the  district  is  liable 
contributes  to  this  mortality,  and  in  children,  unavoidable 
exposure  by  nursing-out  is  also  a cause  of  this  mortality. 

The  death-rate  from  these  diseases  is  2.7  per  thousand, 
as  against  3.05  in  the  previous  year.

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Factories  and  Workshops. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  ic)04,  I received 
instructions  to  report  upon  the  Sanitary  condition  of 
Factories  and  Workshops,  and  a system.atic  inspection 
was  made.  Some  of  the  Factories  were  found  not 
complying  with  the  Act  with  regard  to  the  sanitary 
conveniences  for  the  workpeople. 

In  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1904,  these  con- 
ditions were  commented  upon,  and  a copy  of  the  Inspector's 
Report  was  forwarded  to  the  owners.  No  action  was 
taken  by  them,  and  Notices  were  afterwards  served  to 
remedy  the  existing  conditions. 

Negotiations  are  now  in  progress  to  com.ply  with  the 
instructions  given. 

Workshops  and  Workplaces. 

These  are  generally  in  a satisfactory  state,  and  no 
contravention  of  the  regulations  are  apparent.  Inspections 
and  investigations  lead  to  the  improvements  where  desired. 

Offensive  Trades. 

Tripe  dressers,  Fat  melters,  Tallow  makers,  and 
Soap  boilers  have  received  attention,  and  there  does  not 
appear  to  be  any  important  contravention  of  the  sanitary 
regulations. 
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Slaughter  Houses. 

The  old  system  of  private  slaughter-houses  still 
obtains  in  the  district,  and  though  strict  supervision  is 
exercised  in  the  sanitary  requirements,  their  existence 
as  a system  is  not  satisfactory. 

Food  Preparation  Shops. 

The  trades  of  Sausage,  Black  Puddings,  Fried  Fish, 
and  Chip  Potato  Shops  are  under  inspection  occasionally, 
and  such  conditions  as  are  found  defective  are  remedied. 

Water  Supply. 

The  supply  is  ample,  and  in  appearance  the  water  is 
clear,  bright,  and  free  from  smell  ; acidity  slight. 

To  the  naked  eye  there  is  no  evidence  of  impurities. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

To  meet  the  requirements  under  this  Act,  a Code  of 
Bye-laws  was  issued  by  the  Council,  also  instructions 
were  given  to  amend  the  insanitary  conditions  of  some  of 
the  Farms,  as  regards  the  better  housing  of  the  cattle, 
cubic  space  required,  and  ventilation. 

Negotiations  are  taking  place  in  some  instances  to 
comply  with  the  Regulations.  Notices  will  now  be  again 
issued  to  draw  their  attention  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Dairy  and  Cowsheds  Act. 


Schools. 


In  the  Annual  Report  for  1904,  a Special  Report  of 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Schools  was  given  by  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  having  been  with  the  Inspector 
at  this  investigation,  certain  sanitary  alterations  were 
found  to  be  desirable. 

With  the  exception  of  one  of  the  Schools,  little  or 
nothing  has  been  done  to  improve  the  sanitary  conditions. 

Refuse  Disposal  and  Scavenging. 

Evidently  this  work  is  carried  on  with  entire  satis- 
faction, with  the  means  at  command,  but  the  disposal 
of  the  refuse  and  garbage  from  the  ashpits  into  disused 
quarries  and  on  waste  land,  is  not  quite  an  ideal  sanitary 
system.  Destruction  is  the  perfect  mode  to  be  aimed  at 
in  order  to  prevent  dissemination  of  disease. 

Smoke  Observations. 

Observations  under  this  class  of  nuisance  have  been 
made. 

Offences  by  constant  producing  of  black  smoke  of  too 
long  duration,  are  liable  to  be  proceeded  against,  and  the 
attention  of  employers  and  manufacturers  has  been  called 
to  minimise  this  class  of  nuisance.
